Q. — I'm ooncer n e d, I 
havo stock in tlie Williams 
Companies, company that 
makes fcTtilizer. Its earnings 
were doyn quite a bit in 
1976. There have been some 
stories the fertilizer business 
would be belter this year, 
but I just read a story in 
the Wall Street Journ a 1 
where security analysts were 
saying this year’s improve¬ 
ment would only last a few 
months and then ferilizci 
stocks would bo o,ut of favor 
again. Do you think I should 
hold or sell my stock? 

A. — If you are a short¬ 
term trader, you should 
have sold several weeks ago 
before that story appeared 
in the Journal, because the 
price of your stock may well 
not do much in the next few 
months because of the short¬ 
term factors you mentioned 
were in the story. If you are 
an investor and are looking 
for results over the long 
term, your stick is selling at 
what seems like a bargain 
level, and you proba b 1 y 
should be bnjying more of it. 
The Williams Compan i e s 
have three major lines of 
business, the energy division 
is doing very well and 
seems to have prospects of 
continuing to grow at an 
above average rate. The 
metals division also is cur¬ 
rently doing very well and 
seems likely to continue to 
grow, with cyclical varia¬ 
tions, at a good rate. 

While the third part of the 
company’s business, the fer- 
ilizer lino, has been less pro¬ 
fitable than in 1975, it is 
not by any means a dis¬ 
aster, or even an unprofit¬ 
able business. ’The physical 
volume or quantity of the 
product sold is higher. While 
the price at which fertilizer 
sells is down, there are two 
things to consider: One is 
that there is a growing 
world-wide demand for fer- 
ilizer cccasionM by the 
growing demand for food. 
Over the long term, this 
should mean demand- for 
fertilizer will continue to 
grow and the price should 
rise to a fair level. The sec¬ 
ond, is your company made 


money on its fertilizer busi¬ 
ness even in the bad year cf 
1976. The reason is that 
Williams Companies is one 
of the most efficient pro 
ducers of fertilizers. Its 
plants, distribution sysems 
and raw material situation 
enable it to make and de¬ 
liver ferilizer as cheap or 
cheaper than most of its 
competitors. That means 
when the fertilizer business 
is good and the price is right 
it will be one of the most 
profitable companies in the 
business. 

As an investor, it looks to 
me like you have an interest 
in a gcx>d company with tw.T 
lines of business operating 
very nicely and one lino 
that has a temporary, but 
by no means a long term, 
serious problem. This has 
served to bring the price of 
the stock down to a favor¬ 
able level and I would sre 
no need to sell at this time, 
— to the contrary. 

Q. — I recently had my 
broker sent my list of stocks 
into his headquarters to be 
reviewed. When the report 
came back, they recommend¬ 
ed I buy more of several 
stocks that I own even 
though the prices are quite 
a bit lower than what I paid 
originally for them. My 
broker said it looked like 
they felt I had bought good 
stocks, but had j.ust paid too 
much for them. Have you 
any guidelines to help me so 
I will not pay too much fer 
a stock. 

A. — From the list of 
stocks you have sent me and 
the prices you indicate you 
paid for them. I agree with 
your broker. I have two sug¬ 
gestions for you: One is to 
space your purchases of 
stock out over a long period 
of time.

Speaking 

Save Water!! 

Today’s water shortage problems stem from a num¬ 
ber of sources. Drought, particularly In the Western States, 
Is the most obvious; however, accelerating population 
growth along with a shift in the population to the “Sun 
Belt,’’ rapid industrial growth, and contamination of 
existing water supplies are actually more responsible 
for our current short-fall. Some estimates show that one- 
fourth of the U.S. population is faced with shortages o,' 
poor quality water. 

These increased demands oin our water supplies high¬ 
light the need for all of us to do whatever we can to 
conserve . . . and you can begin right at borne. One way 
is to simply control the amount of water that goes to waste. 
The average daily consumption is approximately 170 gal¬ 
lons per person — over 40 per cent of that amount is used 
for finishing the toilet. The typical toilet flush requires 
5 % gallons; nearly twice the amount needed for ef 
fective operation. It is the largest single domestic use of 
water. 

A solution for at least the toilet flushing portion of 
household water conservation can be found in a compact 
three inch by five inch fill valve that looks a bit like 
the end of a golf club.

The less water 
we waste — particularly in toilet flushing — the more 
we’ll have for other uses now and in the future (not to 
mention the savings on the water bill). 

It’s Really Unfair! 

Almost every week, without fail, local merchants are 
asked to contribute prizes to some organization for a 
fun-raising affair that particular group feels is THE affair 
of the year. Almost without exception they walk out witli 
a donated item that is worth a lew bucks or so. Certainly 
it is only fair that the merchant support his town to the 
best of his ability and most of them do so willingly. 

But “support” should be a two-way proposition. Mem¬ 
ber? of the sponsoring organization owe it to the mer¬ 
chant who has supported their organization’s effort to 
make their purchases through those same merheants. A 
case in point are those organizations who seek plenty of 
space “hopefully on the front page” of the local news¬ 
papers to promote their particular affair, but when it 
cames time to print the tickets or the programs, wihere 
the local printer can make back a dollar or two, they go 
out of town to have the work dene. Or even when it 
comes to paid advertisement to promote the affair, where 
do they go — somewhere else — they’lll do it every time. 

The same holds true for other mercliants, when it 
comes time to buy s-upplies for the party, dance, or etc., 
the purchases are made out of town w'hero those mer¬ 
chants could care less about Sierra Madre activities, other 
than it gives them a chance to make a buck or two on 
(the sale. Maybe in some instances the item may be a 
penny or two cheaper out-of-town, but by the time you 
figure time, travel expenses, etc. the cost is probably 
higher. 

If local merchants are expected to suppiort local or¬ 
ganizations they can only do so as long as their profit 
margin is great enough to provide the funds for that sup- 
pert. Organizationons can not expect to have their cake 
and eat it too. It is essential to support your local mer¬ 
chants so that he can support your organizatioin. At the 
same time he is supporting your organization he must 
also provide the tax base that supports the community 
as a whole. 

It is definitely unfair to expect the local merchant 
to dip Into his till or extract merchandi.se from his shelf 
for prizes or rewards without expecting a chance to re¬ 
cover a portion of the cost from members of that organi¬ 
zation should the members have a need for the type of 
merchandise he handles or services he renders. 
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About Time! 


U.S. Senator Alan Cranston (D., Calif.) told the Los 
Angeles County Board of Supervisors recently that he will 
introduce legislation to require the federal government to 
reiiTTburse cciuntics for half the cost of emergency medical 
services they provide illegal aliens. 

Cranston, who serves on the Senate committee that 
will handle the bill, said his measure has “a -better chance 
of getting through Congress than other well-intentioned 
buy over-ambitious bills that call for 100 per cent re¬ 
imbursement.” ’ 

The Cranston bill will save taxpayers in Los Angelos 
County an estimated $24 million a year, according to 
local figures. 

Cranston said Los Angeles County — which laid out 
$48 million for emergency medical care to illegal aliens 
last year — is the hardest hit in the nation and will bo 
the major beneficiary of his bill, which will apply nation¬ 
wide. 

“Los Angeles taxpayers were left holding the bag for 
that entire amount,” Cranston said. “There is no reason 
why county taxpayers iihould bear the full cost of the 
federal government’s failure to control the flood of aliens 
entering the country without documents.” 

“Illegal aliens are a federal responsibility and all 
Americans should -bear a fair share of the cost of dealing 
humanely with these people.”

The Ten Commandments, of 
Water Conservation 


1. Put a stopper in your sink or use a dishpan when you wash dishes. Washing 
with running water uses 30 gallons per meal. 


2. Keep a bottle of drinking water in the refrigerator — running water from 
the faucet until cold will waste a gallon. 


3. Wait until you have a full 9-pound wash before you run your washing 
machine. The average automatic washing machine uses 50 gallons per load. 


4. Turn the hot water off while you shave, and turn the cold water off while 
you brush your teeth. Shaving with a running faucet uses about 20 gallons. 


Take showers instead of baths. The usual bath requires 36 gallons, the 
usual shower, only 25, Ten gallons is enough for a shower if you turn it 
off while you wash. 


6. Don't use the toilet bowl to dispose of cigarette ashes, facial tissues, and 
other matreials. A normal flush requires 5-8 gallons. 


7. Use the dishwasher only when it is competely full. 


8. Rx dripping faucets promptly. Nearly two gallons can be wasted 
day of dripping.
